The City Council, by a vote of 7 to 3, 
reconsidered its vote on the House of 
Délegates’ amendments to the bill Tues- 
_@ay evening, and by the same vote 
passed the measure. 

The passage of the bill by the Munici- 
pal Assembly comes only after eight 
months of wrangling between the two 
branches of that body. Mayor Wells 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Wednes- 
day that he had not, changed his mind 
relative to his oremise to sign the bill. 

Councilman O’Brien, who voted 
Against the bill a week ago, made a 
motion to reconsider Tuesday evening. 
He voted also for the amendments and 
for the final passage of the Dill. 

Counciimen Crunden and _ Norvell 
maintained their opposition to the bill, 
and were joined by Councilman Lam- 
bert, who had returned to the city. 

. O'Brien’s Motion Needed. 

Councilman Thomson, who was ab- 
ger. fromthe me eling « week ago, was 
presemc and voted for te ili, The votes 
of Thomson and O'Brien, with those 
of the five other members who have 
been consistently supporting the meas- 
ure, was enough to give it the required 
majority. 

Councilman O'Brien's motion for a re- 
consideration of the vote by which the 
bill was defeated a week ogo saved it 
from final defeat. Counciiman Thom- 
gon's right to make a mation for recon- 
sideration, on account of his absence a 
week ago, was questioned, and it fs 
doubtful whether the bill could have 
been passed but for Mr. O'Brien's work.

Union Electric 
Bilis Effective 


HE Post-Dispatch has pub- 
T lished each day, since early 
in April, a story dealing with 
consumers’ complaints against the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co. 
The complaints have been in re- 
gard to increase in rates, excess- 
ive ready-to-serve charges, and ir- 
regularities ih meters. 

Fac simile copies of bills under 
old and new schedules have been 
published showing how the rates 
were increased on many consum- 
ers. The Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. conducted an advertis- 
ing campaign, at an estimated cost 
of $20,000, to offset the effects of the 
Post-Dispatch's work, 

HE publication of the com- 
T plaints, and the showing of 
the manner of Union Elec- 

tric’s treatment of consumers crys- 
tallized sentiment in favor of the 
public utilities bill. Thousands of 
consumers and many electrical and 
engineering experts whose names 
have been withheld for various rea- 
sons, have offered the Post-Dis- 
patch suggestions and information 
which was of material assistance 
in making the campaign effective.

Measure Had Stormy Time While 


Pending in 


A public utilities bill, introduced last 
November, died with the last session of 
the former House and Counci! in April, 
and the new bilis that were introduced 


had stormy times on account of the dif- 
ferences in opinion between the House 
and Council. 

The majority of the Council members 
preferred that the bill authorize the 
Mayor to appoint the members of the 
commission and that they serve without 
pay. The House desired a commission 
to be appointed by the two branches of 
the Assembly, and that the members be 
paid a salary of $2500 a year. 

The sentiment created by the Post- 
Dispatch’s campaign against the lighting 
@ompanies, on account of increased 
Tates, discriminations and other irregu- 
larities, brought such pressure to bear 
upon the Municipal Assembly that it felt 
that action could not longer be delayed 
with safety to the public Interests. 

The Post-Disepatch’'s campaign has 
shown what existing conditions are and 
clearly indicated the need of city regu- 
lation of the lighting companies. 

Under the provisions of the bill the 
commission must be appointed within

two branches of the Assembly together 
on the bill during the past few months. 
The task seemed to be impossible 
when he first undertook it, but by 
persistency he has won. 


Can Regulate Rates. 


The law gives Mayor Wells 10 days in 
which to sign or reject the bill after it 
has been signed by the President of the 
Council and the Speaker of the House. 

The State Legislature, in the spring 
of 1907, after a long fight, passec an 
enabling act conferring upon St. Louis 
the authority to exercise control of 
public service corporations doing 
business in the city. 

The lighting, street railway, tele- 
phone, railroad and any other cor- 
porations nsing the streets or alleys, 
or any underground ducts or conduits 
that cross the streets and alleys, will 
be subject to investigation by the 
Public Service Commiasion. 

If the Commission finds that they 
are earning more than a fair return 
upon the investment it will so report 
to the Municipal Assembly, which has’ 
the power to pass an ordinance fix- 
ing the rates that may be charged. 
The Assembly could pass such a bill 
now, but in justice to the people and 
the curporations interested, it is 
deemed best by the city authorities 
for investigations to be made to fur-

Huge Penalty of $29,240,0v0 
Is Invalid, Court of Ap- 
peals Decides. 








NEW -TRIAL IS ORDERED 





Famous Case Is Remanded by 
Judges Sitting in Chi- 
cago. 





CHICAGO, July 22.—The Court of Ap- 
peals today reversed the decision of 
Judge Landis in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court in assessing fines against the 
Standard Oil Co., aggregating $29,240,000. 
The decision algo remanded the case 
for a new trial. 

The decision of the three judges of 
the Appellate Court was unanimous. 


Reason, of Trial Court. 

The decision said in part: 

‘Briefly stated, the reason of the trial 
court for imposing this sentence was 
because, after conviction and before 
sentence, it was brought out, on an ex- 
amination of some of the officers and 
stockholders of the Standard Oil Co. of 
New Jersey, that the capital stock of 
the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, the de- 
fendant before the court was principal- 
ly owned by the New Jersey corpora- 
tion, a corporation not before the court, 
the trial court adding (upon no evidence, 
however, to be found in the record, and 
upon no information specifically referred 
to, that in concessions of the character 
for which the defendant before the 
court had béen indicted, tried and con- 
victed, the New Jersey corporation was 
not a ‘virgin’ offender. 

“Is a sentence such as this based on 
reasoning such as this sound? 

Passing over the ,fact that no word 
of evidence or other mformation sup- 
porting the trial courts, comment is 
is to be found in the record, would the 
comment, if duly proven, justify: a 
sentence such as this, one that would 
not otherwise have been imposed? 

“Can a court, without abuse of judi- 
cial. discretion, wipe out all the pro- 
perty of the defendant before the court 
and all the assets to which its creditors 
look, in effort to reach and punish a 
party that is not before the court, 
a party that has not been convicted, 
has not been tried, nas not been indict- 
ed, even? 

“Can an American judge, without 
abuse of his judicial discretion, con- 
demn any one who has not had his 
day in court? 

Calls It Strange Doctrine. 

“That, to our mind, is strange doc- 
trine in Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence. No 
monarch, no parliament, no tribunal of 
Western Europe, for centuries, has pre- 
tended to have the right to punish ex- 
cept after due trial under all the forms 
of law. 

“Can that rightfully be done here, on 
no other basis than the Judge’s per- 
sonal belief that the party marked by 
him for punishment deserves punish- 
ment? If so, it is because the man who 
happens to be the Judge is above the 
law. : 

‘The judgment in the District Court 
is reversed and the case remanded with 
instructions to grant a new trial, and 
proceed further in accordance with this 
opinion.”’ 

The trial of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana for acceptance of rebates from 
the Chicago & Alton and other railroads 
as the most notable of the trust prose- 
cutions inaugurated by the Government. 
The fine was the greatest ever imposed 
in the history of English law. 

Indicted in 1906, 

The indictments were returned in 
August, 1906,, the oil company being 
charged with obtaining concessions in 
shipments between its plant at Whiting, 
Ind., and Western and Southern points. 
After several indictments had _ been 
quashed by Judge Landis the trial be- 
gan March 4, 1907. 

The jury was obtained in less than a 
day, but two peremptory challenges be- 
ing used by either side. The hearing 
continued six weeks and more than 7000 
pieces of documentary evidence were 
introduced by the Government, in addi- 
tion to the hundreds of witnesses placed 
on the stand. 

The public posting of ofl shipping 
rates in stations of the Chicago & Alton 
Railway Co. evidently was deemed the 
most important bit of testimony by 
the jurors. Their verdict of guilty was 
returned within two hours after their 
retirement, the amount of the fine being 
left to the discretion of the trial judge. 

The investigation then inaugurated by 
Judge Landis was the most spectacular 
feature of the proceedings. The effort 
to learn the financial status of the 
Standaru Oi] Co. of Ind., with an i.ca 
of imposing a fine adequate to its af- 
fairs, was hampered by the officials 
and attorneys of the company. The

KILLING HANCE 


King’s Executioner Dons Ev- 
ening Clothes for Task, 
Departs Unknown. 











(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

FREIBERG, Saxony, July _22.—Grete 
Beier, the 18-year-old daughter of the 
Mayor of Frieberg, was beheaded last 
night in punishment for the murder of 
the man to whom she was engaged to 
be married. 

The executioner of this young woman 
reached the city last night. He carried 
a thin, long box, containing the ax 
with which he did his work, and brought 
with him also a handbag, with a suit of 
evening clothes. 

Muat Wear Evening Clothes, 

The wearing of this- garb is an offi- 
cial requirement of the accasion: The 
preparations for the execution at the 
prison had been completed and the man 
did Tis work quieckls.and privately and 
departed from Freiberg as quietly as he 
came. 

The executioner was an anonymous 
person, sent here from Dresden on the 
announcement that the King of Saxony 
had refused to pardon Grete Beier for 
her crime. 

The personality of this young girl and 
her premeditated murder of her fiance, 
a civil engineer named Preffler, - at- 
tracted international attention. 

The social. position of her family was 
good and she became engaged to Herr 
Preffler, who was a rich young man. 

At her trial it was brought out, and 
she calmly admitted, that she visited 
her flance’s house in the evening, ‘gave 
him cyanide of potassium in a drink 
she mixed, and then, to make sure of 
his death, shot him in the mouth with 
his own revolver. 

Forges Will in Her Own Favor. 

She then dropped the weapon at the 
man’s side, placed a forged will in her 
own favor on his desk, together with a 
note Of good-by, also forged, saying 
that he feared to lose her love through 
the revelations of a liason. 

In addition to these papers, the girl 
also left behind a package of forged 
letters, purporting to come“from a wom- 
an in Italy, accusing Breffler of deser- 
tion and threatening to tell Grete ev- 
erything. 

These forgeries were so skillfully done 
that they deceived the police and Coro- 
ner. Grete fell under suspicion about 
}a month after the crime through a love 
letter she wrote, hinting at what she 
had done. This letter was found in this 
man’s possession when he was arrested 
for a misdemeanor.

She Had Received His Consent 
to Night Journey in Au- 
tomobile. 





Miss Lillie Brauer, 22 years ola, of 
3136 Pennsylvania avenue, ‘aving ob- 
tained the .consent of her fiance to go 
automobile riding with another young 
man, was seriously hurt when the ma- 
chine was ditchéd on the road to Clay- 
ton Tuesday night. She has concussion 
of the brain. 

Miss Brauer’s companion was her 
next-door neighbor, Thomas W. Fetch of 
31344A Pennsylvania avenue. Her flance 
is Martin Becker of 3126 Pennsylvania 
avenue. 

Fetch says that the trip to Clayton 
was planned merely as a “ride,” and 
that neither he nor the young woman 
thought of an elopement. 

They never reached Clayton. Two 
miles east of the county Gretna Green, 
Fetch saw a touring car approaching 
from the west. He swerved his ma- 
chine to the right and struck some- 
thing. In the darkness he did not 
know what it was. 

Strikes on Her Head. 

Miss Brauer jumped or was thrown 
from the machine, landing on her head. 

jacob Kuhl, chauffeur for George D. 
Markham of 4169 Berlin avenue, was re- 
turning from the Country Club in his 
employer’s touring car. He found the 
wrecked runabout and saw Fetch try- 
ing to bring Miss Brauer back to con- 
sciousness. 

He picked them up and sped with 
them to St. Luke’s Hospital, where Miss 
Brauer remained unconscious for several 
hours. 

Fetch remained: at the hospital until 
nearly morning and returned there after 
bringing his wrecked machine to the 
city. 

His investigation at the scene of the 
accident Wednesday convinced him that 
he struck a horse which someone was 
leading along the road in the dark. 

Martin Becker, Miss Brauer’s flance, 
is night collector on the Eads Bridge. 
He hurried to the hospital, and is stiil 
there waiting for bulletins from Miss 
Brauer's attendants. 

Kuew She Was Going. 

“Oh, yes, I Knew she was going out 
with Mr. Fetch,” he said. “It was all 
right. He is a neighbor and he has an 
putomobile. I did not object to him 
taking her. I work at night, so I can’t 
take her out much.”’ 

Fetch, who also remains at the hoe- 
pital, seems deeply solicitous as to Miss 
Brauer’s condition.

Only the fact that the Menawa was 
slow in foundering and the quick work 
of the Mayflower’s crew prevented the 
accident from resulting tragically. The 
ctew of the schooner, with the excep- 
tion of the helmsman, were asleep and 
came near going down with her.

Family Is on Board, 

On board the Mayflower at the time, 

in addition to the Presient, were Mra. 


President Roosevelt made a stirring 
appeal for a hard-hitting navy. 

“I want a first-class fighting navy or 
no navy at all,” said the Presidefit, ‘"be- 
cause a first-class fighting navy is the 
most effective guaranty of peace this 
nation can have. 

“There are always a number of ami- 
able and well-meaning people,’’ con- 
tinued President Roosevelt, “who be- 
lieve in having a navy merely for coast 
defense. A purely defensive navy would 
be almost worthless. To advocate such 
a navy is like advocating a school of 
prize-fighting in which no one should 
do anything but parry. 

“I hope this nation will never have 
to hit. We should do everything that 
can be done honorably to avoid trouble. 
But when we do go to war, that war is 
only excusable if the navy is prepared 
to hammer its opponents until be quits 
fighting. And you can't hammer your 
opponent if you wait for him to come 
to the coast and hammer you first. 


“For the protection of our coasts we 


need fortifications so that the navy 
may be left free to stretch out and de- 
stfoy the enemy. That ta its function.” 
The President declared that even if 
the United States had no isiand por- 
sessions, the need for an aggressive 
naval policy still would be present. © fhe 
Monroe doctrine.” be declared, “hed 
almost fallen into disgrace and con- 
tempt until the American nation be- 
gan to bulld up ite navy.”

President Roosevelt was on his way 
to visit Coasters Harbor Island, the pice 
turesque site of a number of naval ime 
stitutions overlooking the waters ot 
Narragansett Bay.

MEN JUMP FROM ROOF 





One So Badly Hurt That He 
May Die—Alarm Turned 
in at 1:30 4, m. 





Willfam Rall, a brewery worker, 52 
years old, admitted Wednesday that he 
set fire to the boarding . house of 
Charles Kramer, 3521 South Second 
street, which burned at 1:30 a. m. Seven 
men were injured in trying to escape 
the flames by jumping from a roof, and 
one of them may die. 

Rall insists that his starting of the 
fire was accidental and that when he 
saw the blaze, caused by a match which 
he dropped, he became terror-stricken 
and ran away, instead of rousing the 
sieeping occupants of the house. He 
was standing near the house, watching 
the firemen fight the fire, when he was 
arrested. 


Ordered Away Three Times. 

“Catch that man,”’ said Henry Gla- 
ger, brother-in-law of Kramer. ‘‘He has 
been prowling around the house all 
night. I ran him away three times. 
Two hours ago I found him in the din- 
ing room and put him oue.” 

Rall lived at the Kramer house until 
Monday, when he and Kramer quar- 
reled over a board bill, and he was er- 
dered to move. 

‘IT didn't mean to set the house on 
fire,” said Rall. “I had been drinking, 
and I forgot that I had moved. I went 
in the’ back yard and lit my pipe. I 
threw the match down and it fell in 
a pile of rubbish. It blazed up and I 
ran away.” 

The boarding house consists of three 
buildings. The rear section on the alley 
has two stories and the front section on 
Second street has three. Between these 
there formerly was a courtyard, but 
this space has been filled in with a one- 
story frame structure. 

Men Jump From Roof. 

It was from the roof of this that the 
men who were injured jumped when 
they found themselves surrounded by 
flames. 

The most seriously hurt is Harold 
Crotwell, 40 years old. He was asleep 
in the rear section, when Glaser ran 
through the house, yelling fire. He

Glaser attempted to catch him, but 
failed. His body turned in the air 
and he alighted on his head, his skull 
being fractured. He is at the City Hos- 
pital. 

Adam Klein, 68 yaars old, reached the 
roof of the frame building, but found 
himself surrounded by the flames. He 
was rescued by firemen, but not before 
. his head, arms and chest were badly 
burned, 

Charlies Keiber, 59 years old, hung to 
the édge of the roof until the flames 
forced him to let go. His hands were 
burned. 

Emil Doli, 14 years old, Jumped from 
the room. He landed on his hands and 
knees, and his left arm was fractured. 

Hurt, He Atda Rescue, 

John Haas attempted to run down @ 
stairway from the rear building. A por- 
tion of it fell with him. His face and 
hands were burned, but he afterward 
aided in rescuing others. 

Charles Loesch attempted to drop 
from the front building to the roof of 
the frame portion. The fire burned his 
legs anf he was forced to climb back 
through the window. 

Lawrence Condon’s hands were burned 
when he tried to force his way into the 
building to arouse the sleepers. Fritz 
Hoffmann of 3523 South Second street 
placed a ladder against the front section 
and rescued Peter Ritz, Charles 
Schmidt, Herman Meyer, Charlies 
Loesch, Frederick Kaiser and Ferdinand 
Kaiser.

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JOBS SOON TO BE PLENTIFUL, 
BUT ARE HARD TO FIND NOW| 
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Interesting Experiences of Young Man Who, 
Spurred By Necessity and Well Qualified, 
Could Get Work at Only Three Out of Seventy 
Places—All Wanted Him to File Applica- 
tions, Believing Times Will Improve. 





I've come back, and in what follows 
I will endeavor to portray my exact ex- 
periences. 

it was a hot, clear morning, with the 
temperature steadily climbing, when J 
left a car at Sixth street and Washing- 
ton avenue to make a tour of the whole- 
sale district. 

_jAn each establishment I was cour- 
teously received, and when I stated my 
mission the first question asked me 
was: ‘“‘Have you filed an application?’ 

But I was not out filing applications. 

I wanted a job; I had to have it. 
In reply I was told that right at pres- 
ent there were no openings, but I could 
file an application, which might bear 
fruit later. 

One manager who was kind enough to 
allow me a little longer interview spoke 
thus: “Of course, at the present time 
business is not what it should be, and 
selling, right now, is rathera hard mat- 
ter, as most plants are shut down and 
very few employing their full quota of 
men, or running full time.’ 

And such was the general run of re- 
plies received in each instance. 

In the Department Stores. 

In applying to department stores, I 
met with the same results. They could 
not hire any one just then, but to file 
an application and drop around later. 

In a visit to six different railroad of- 
fices and freight depots, the replies were 
very short and abrupt. They said they 
were not hiring any kind of help, and 
that their old help had first call. 

In the insurance field I fared better, 
as I succeeded in getting a position as 
solicitor-collector with two different 
companies, beginning at a salary of $10 
per week. The landing of these two 
jobs requirea good, stiff talk and lots 
of it, but then n.ummies cannot succeed 
in the insurance business. 

All Expect Better Times. 

In all of the establishments visited 
thus far I found that all -were looking 
forward to a healthy resumption o 
business In the near future—none, how- 
ever, venturing to say how “near. : 

My applications up to this time had 
been for jobs as solicitor, salesman, 
clerk or as a general office man, as I 
was qualified to take any such work. 
After two days of this kind of job 
hunting, I decided on trying another 
class of work. 

I put on my working clothes the next 
day and struck out for a job as me- 
chanic, factory hand, utility man, la- 
borer or whatever the fates might throw 
my way. 

Shoe factories were my goal, and I 
went from one factory to another. Here 
I had to be on hand very early, buf 
found that there was always a good 
number ahead of me, all anxious for 
work, 

In case anyone was hired, experi- 
enced men were preferred, 
seemed to be plentiful. 

After visiting four or five of the 
plants, I finally “got on" to learn, be- 
ginning at about $7 per week. 

Out of Work Three Months, 

Converaing with some of these ex- 
perienced men, I learned that a good 
many had been out of employment for 
three months. 

Next I tried the different plants of the 
public service corporations. At the 
shops of the street car company I was 
told that they had reduced thelr work- 
tng hours and were not hiring anyone. 

A tour of the power plants was also

At these different plants very many 


applicants were to be seen. 

Applying to several electrical manu- 
factories, I was met with the same story

Tuckpointers at Work on New 
“Church Fall on Pile 
of Rocks. 





Joseph Bahen, 3939 Fairfax avenue, 
was killed instantly, and Robert Powers, 
2248 Sullivan avenue, was seriously in- 
jure Wednesday in a fall from the top 
of the main wall of the new St. Francis 
De Sales Church, Ohio and Gravois 
avenues, to the ground, when the scaf- 
fold on which they were working broke. 

The two men fell 50 feet, Bahen strik- 
ing his head on a pile of rocks. Powers 
clutched desperately at a rope during 
He caught it, but the force 
of his descent was so great that his hold 
was broken. His fall was checked, how- 
ever, so that his body turned and he 
was saved from death. 

Scaffold on Wall Breaks. 

The two men, who were working as 
tuckpointers, were on a scaffold at the 
top of the main north wall of the church. 
When the scaffold broke both fell, 
Bahen’s skull was fractured and he was 
dead when ether workmen reached him. 

Had Powers not caught the rope dan- 
gling at the side of the wall, workmen 
say, he also would have struck on his 
head and would have been killed. Pow- 
ers did not lose consciousness and ob- 
jected to being sent to the City Hos- 
pital. At his request he was sent home 
in a private ambulance.

DISORDERLY noise always is 
A unnecessary noise, but an unh- 
necessary noise is not always a 
jevrderly noise. Now, what has that 
io do with a flat-footed, or, rather, a 
flat-wheeled street car? Listen, and 
Chief of Police Creecy will dissertate. 
Iu the realm of Father Knickerbocker 
—that place which is frequently referred 
to as “dear littl old New York’’—Gen. 
Bingham, ‘‘the’’ Police Commissioner, 
has ordered his minions of the law to 
arrest all flat-wheeled street cars as 
nuisances. Of course, the street cars 
are not to be dragged off to the cala- 
boose and locked in cells, but they are 
to be arrested in the Websterian sense 
of the word and their owners are to be 
oaled into court. 


Coughing Dangerous, Too. 
The Kastern metropolis is equipped 


with ordinances that prohibit unneces-

SPARED FROM DEATH BY 
WOUNDS AND HUNGER, 
AGED OUTCAST GETS AID 


After spending nine hours in a cov- 
ered Wagon at Ninth and Walnut streets 
waiting for death, James Brownlee, 7, 
Without home or friends, gave up hope 
and staggered to the City Dispensary 
for treatment. 

Brownlee went without food for days.

Brownlee 
thought it was weeks. At 4 a. m, he 
was still alive.

Getting back to the subject of flat 
wheels, however, Creecy maintains that 
no such nuisance exists in St. . Louis. 





This town is not afflicted with flat- 
wheelitis. The Chief admits that the 
Street cars jump the track once in a 
whtle and run into people’s houses and 
that now and then they kill a few 
human beings, but, the Chief insists, 
they don’t make any noise about it. 
Speaking seriously, Chief Creecy says 
that, in his opinion, the crusade against 
flat-wheeled street cars in New York 
is a “very trifling matter.’’ He thinks 
it would not do to suppress all the 
noise in a big city. There must be 
some difference between a metropolis 
and a country village, he says, and 
where would the difference be if the 
noise of the city were to be eliminated? 
No, Chief Creecy says, there will be 
no crusade against flat wheels in St. 
Louis. Because, in the first place, he 
doesn’t like the idea, and, in the second 
place, because there is no law against 
flat wheels.

In a speech before 3000 persons in. Mex- 
ico, Mo., Tuesday night, David A. Ball, 
Democratic candidate for the guber- 
natorial nomination, replied to a Post- 
Dispatch editorial which said, among 
other things:

He is Mr. Ball's 
superior in character and in dignity.

“It is one thing to have a good rep- 
utation, ig is quite another thing to have 
a good character,” said Mr. Ball. “I 
have no apology to make to anyone for 
anything I ever did in all my life. The 
only two persons I bow to in this world 
are my mother and my wife. The bal- 
ance of them I'll stand up to, toe to 
toe, and they can vote for me or leave it 
alone. 

Diseusses His Character. 

“A big newspaper like the Post-Dis- 
patch has the right to criticise my abil- 
ity if it wishes to; it has a right to 
question my dignity or lack of it. But 
the Post-Dispatch has no right to say 
that Cowherd’s character is superior to 
mine. 

‘The character of no man on earth Is 
superior to mine. It is cowardly for a 
newspaper editor, sitting in his office, 
to @ttack my character.

I am a widow with 17-year-old son, who makes $6 
per week. He takes 26 cents a day for lunch and 
car fare. I make the rent and we are saving 
money, dressing well and eat enough. I get a §-cent 
marrow bone, cut meat up fine; four large potatoes; 
one large onion and some carrots; tablespoon of 
vinegar: boil till done. Do that on wash day. Also 
cook beets on same fire. Get 10 cents hamburger, 
6 cents mixed vegetables, cut fine, a little rice or 
one-half cup of flour, break in one egg, mix well 
and fill cup with cold water, and stir in. Put enough 
water for as many plates of soup as desired; boil 
one-half hour. No matter how tough the meat is, 
it can be made tender and sweet with vinegar, and 
will not taste of vinegar. I always buy what I 
get most of for least money; No chickens or lamb. 
It is not only the table that costs, but the fire. 
When I bake I always make the oven do for cook- 
ing; also when done, while oven is hot, I put 
pan of water in for my dishes, thus saving fuel, I 
can and have lived on less than 30 cents and always 
had enough—live in a desirable neighborhood and 
dress in the latest.

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MY FOX HUNTS 
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President Roosevelt’s Hunting Stories 
Adventures in the West added to 
the Post-Dispatch Series of Tales.....

ing the wild red fox put on a more 
genujne and healthy basis than in 
the Geneseo Valley in Central New 
York. There has always been fox hunt- 
ing in this valley, the farmers having 
good horses ané<being, fond of sport, 

t it was conducted in a very irregu- 
ar, primitive manner until «some 2 
years ago Mr. Austin Wadsworth 
turned his attention to it. 

He has ben master of fox hounds 
ever since, and no pack in the country 
has yielded better sport than his, or 
has brought out better riders among 
the men and stronger jumpers amone 
‘the horses. Mr. Wadsworth began his 
hutiting by picking up some of the va- 
ridus trencher-fed hounds of the neigh- 
borhood, the hunting of that period be- 
‘ine managed on the principle of each 
farmer bringing to the meet the hound 
or hounds he happened to possess, and 
appenring on foot or horseback as his 
fancy dictated. * * * 

One of the pleasantest days I ever 
passed in the saddle was after Mr. 
Wadsworth’s houncs. I was staying 
with him at the time, In company with 
my friend Senator Cabot Lodge of Bos- 
ton. The sport was about 12 miles dis- 
tant from the house. 

It was only a small field of some % 
riders, but there was not one who did 
not mean going. I was mounted on a 
young horse, a powerful, big-boned 
black, a great jumper, though perhaps 
a trifle hot-headed. Lodre was on & 
fine bay, which could both run and 
jump. 

There were two or three other New 
Yorkers and Bostonians present, sev- 
eral men who had come up from Buf- 
falo for the run, a couple of retired 
army officers, a number of farmers 
from the neighboriiood; and finally sev- 
eral members of a noted local family 
of hard riders, who formed a class by 
themselves, all having taken naturally 
to every variety of horsemanship from 
earliest infancy. 

It was a thoroughly democratic as- 
semblage; every one was there for sport

‘and nobody cared an ounce how he or 


anybody else was dressed. Slouch hats, 
lrown coats, corduroy breeches and 
leggings, or boots, were the order of 
the day. We cast off in a thick wood, 
The dogs struck a trail almost imme- 
diately and were off with clamorous 
yelping, while the hunt thundered after 
them like a herd of buffalo. 

We went headlong down the hillside 
into and across a brook. Here the trae 
led straight up a sheer bank. Most of 
the riders struck off to the left for an 
easter piace, which was unfortunate for 
them, for the eight of us who went 
straight up the side (one man’s horse 
falling back with him) were the only 
ones who kept on terms with the 
hounds. Almost as soon as we got to 
the top of the bank we came out of 
the woods over & tow but awkwurd rail 
fence, where one of our number who 
was riding a very excitable sorre! colt, 
got a fall. 

This left but six, including the whip.

with low fences; then we came to two 
high, stiff doubles, the first real jump- 
ing of the day, the feces being over 
four feet six, and so close together that 
the horses barely had a@ chance to gath- 
er themselves. 

We got over, however, crossed two ur 
three stump-strewn fields, galloped 
through an open wood, picked our way 
across a marshy spot, jumped a small 
brook and two or three stiff fences, and 
then came a check. Soon the hounds 
recovered the line ahd swung off to the 
richt, back across four or five fields, 
so as to enable the rest of the hunt, by 
making an angle, to come up. 

Then we jumped over_a high board 
fence into the main road, out of it again 
and over plowed fields and grass thus 
separated by stiff snake fences. The 
run had been fast and the horses 
were beginning to tail. By the time we 
suddenly rattled down into a deep ra- 
vine and scrambled up the other side 
through thick timber there were but 
four of us left. lI.odge aud myself be- 
ing two of the lucky ones. 

Beyond this ravine we, came to one of 
the worst jumps of the any, a fence out 
of the wood, which was practically only 
at one spot, where a kind of cattle trail 
led up to a panel. 

Tt was within. an inch or two of five 
feet high. However, the horses, thor- 
oughly trained to timber jumping and 
to rough and hard scrambling in aw’k- 
ward places. and bv this time wel) 
quieted, took the bars without mistake. 
emch one in turn trotting or cantering 
up to within a few yards. then making 
an couple of springs and bucking over 
with a great twist of the pnowerful 
haunches, 

T may explain that there was not 4 
horse of the four that had not a recerd 
of five feet stx inches In the ring. We 
now got into a perfect tangle of ra- 
vines, and the fox went to earth; and 
theugh we started one or two mere in 
the course of the afternoon, we did not 
get another really first-class run. * * *° 

At Geneseo the conditions for the 
enjoyment of this sport are exception- 
ally favorable. In the Northeast gen- 
erally, although there are now a num- 
ber of well-established hunts, at least 
nine out of ten runs are after a drag. 
Most of the hunts are in the neighbor- 
hood of great cities, and are mainiy 
kept up by young men who come from 
them. 

A few of these are men of leisure, 
who can afford to devete their whole 
time to pleasure; but much the larger 
number are men in business, who work 
hard and are obliged to make their

more serious occupations. Once or twice 
a week they can get off for an after- 
noon’s ride across country, and they 
then wish to be absolutely certain of 
having their run, and of having it at 
the appointed time, and the only way 
to insuré this is to have a drag-hunt. 

It is not the lack of foxes that has 
made the sport so commonly take the 
form of riding to drag-hounds, but 
rather the fact that the majority of 
those who keep it up are hard working 
business men who wish to make the 
most out of every tnoment of the little 
time they can spare from their regular 
occupations. A singte ride across coun- 
try, Or an afternoon at polo, will yield 
more éXercise, fun and excitement than 
can be got out of a week’s decorous and 
dull riding in the park, and many young 
fellows have wuked up to this fact, 

At one time I did a good deal of hunt- 
ing with the Meadow Brook hounds, 
in the northern part of Long Island. 
There were plenty of foxes around us, 
both red and gray, but partly fer the 
reasons giveu above and party be- 
cause the covers were so large and so 
nearly continuous, they were not often 
humed, although an effort was always 
tiade to haVe one run every week of 
sy after a wild fox, iu order to give 
a chance for the hounds to be prop- 
erly worked and to prevent the runs 
from becoming a mere succession of 
steeplechases. 


The sport was mainly drag-hunting, 
and was most exciting, as the fences 
were high and the pace fast. The Long 
tstand country needs a pecullar style of 
herse, the first requisite being that he 
shall be a very good and high timber 
jumper. Quite a number of crack En- 
giish and Irish hunters have at differ- 
ent times been imported, and some ot 
them have turned out pretty well; but 
when they first come over they are ut- 
terly unable to cross our country, blun- 
dering badly at the high timber. 

Few of them have done as well as 
the American horses, I have hunted 
half a dozen times in England, with the 
Pytchely, Essex and North Warwick- 
shire, and ft seems to me probable that 
English thoroughbreds, in a grass coun- 
try, and over the peculiar kinds of 
obstacles they have on the other. side 
of the water, would gallop away fron 
@ field of our Long Island horses; for 
they have speed and bottom, and are 
great weight carriers. 

But on our own ground, where the 
cross-country riding is more like leap 
ing & succession of five and six-bar 
gates than anything eise, they do net, 
as @ rule, in spite of the enormous 
prices paid for them, show themeéives

recorded jump. seven feet two inches, 
was made by the American horse, File- 
maker, which I saw ridden in the very 
front by Mr. H. L. Hubert, in the bunt 
at Sagamore Hill, about to be described. 


After one meet, at Sagamore Hiil, I 
had the curiosity to go on foot over 


jumps; for it is very difficult to form a 
good estimate of a fence’s height when 
in the fleld and five feet of tim seems 
a much easier thing to take when sit- 
ting around the fire after dinner than 
it does when actually faced while the 
hounds are running. 

On the particular hunt in question we 
ran about ten miles, at a rattling pace. 
with only two checks, crossing some- 
what more than sixty fences, most of 
them post-and-ralls, stiff as steel, the 
others being of the kind called “Vir- 
ginia’’ or snake, and not more than ten 
or a dozen in the whole lot under four 
feet in height. The highest moasured 3 
ft. and % in., two others were 4 ft. ll 
iIn., and nearly a third,of the number 
averaged about 4% ft. 


There were also several rather awk- 
ward doubles. When the hounds were 
cast off some forty riders were present, 
but the first fence WAS A BAVaARe one. 
and stopped all who 4id net mean 
genuine hard going. Twenty-six horses 
crossed it, one of them ridden by a lady. 

A mile or so farther on, before there 
had been a chance for much falling, we 
came to a five-bar gate, out of a road—' 
a jump of just 4 ft. 6 in. frem the take- 
off. Up to this, of cpurse, We Went one 
at a time, at trot or hand-gallop, and 
2% horses cleared it in succession without 
a single refusal and with but one mis- 
take. 


Owing to the severity of the race, 
combined with the average height of the 
timber (although no one fence was of 
phenomenally noteworthy proportions), 
& good many falls took place, resulting 
in an unusually large percentage of ac- 
cidents. 


The master partly dislocated one knepr, 
another man broke two ribs, and another 
—the present writer—broke his arm. 
However, almost all of us managed to 
struggle to the end in time to see the 
death.
